While no 
nam es are ascertainable. It is believed 
th a t tw elve persons lost their lives. 
So far as can be learned, these were 
all 
negroes who w ere employed in 
trying to prevent the spread of the 
flames 
Forty-three mules are known 
to have perished. 
The m anagers of the Texas com­ 
pany state th at the tanks contained 
approxim ately 2,500,000 barrels of oil. 
which was valued al about 25 cents 
per barrel, and th a t none of the oil 
will be saved. 
In addition they say 
the big pum ping plant at the tanks 
was entirely destroyed, m aking a total 
loss of m ore than $600,000. 
The efforts of the fire fight era have 
been confined to throw ing up earthen 
em bankm ents 
between 
th * 
burning 
tanks, of which there are eleven, and 
those in which LOOO.OoO barrels of oil 
belonging 
to 
other 
co m psn^n 
are 
stored 
T hese tanks ar** 3,0uu aud 
4,00" feet away from the fire, but the 
w ater which covera the field as a re­ 
sult of the rain of Sunday has floated 
the burning oil to the first level, and 
a sudden "boll over’* may send th * 
burning fluid to th e second em bank­ 
ment, which would place the other 
tanks in greater danger. 
The fire is 
not spreading toward the producing 
field, and It is not expected th at it 
will. 
H undreds of men are engaged in 
strengthening 
th e 
levees, 
building 
them higher, and in throwing up ad­ 
ditional ridges. 
Scores of people have 
lost their tem porary hom es in the field. 
Many of them have already com e to 
Houston to seek shelter.
